THE NATIONAL LIBRARY OF INDIA ACT, 1976 

An 

Act 
to provide for the administration of the National Library and cerlair other 

connected matters . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh Year of he 
Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) J.This Act may be called the 
National Library of India , Act, 1976 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern 
meat may, by notification in the CfficiulG.zette, ppoint. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requ r 3, 

(a ) " Board " means the Board established under sectio .. 3 , 
(b ) " Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board ; 
(c) “ Fund” means the Fund referred to in section 23 ; 

(d ) " Library " means the institution located at Calcutta and 
known at the commencement of the Constitution as the Nat onal 
Library ; 

(e ) " member" meansa member of the Board and mclud . 
the Chairman; 

( " prescribed " means prescribed, by rules made under this 


CHAPTER 11 


. 


THE NATIONAL LIBRARY BOARD 
3. Establishment and incorporation of Board .- ( 1) . With effect froma 
such date as the Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette , appoint, there shall be es ablished for the purposes of this Act, 
a Board to be known as the National Library Board . 

(2) The Board shall be a body corporate with the name aforesaid , 
having perp - tual succession and a common seal with power, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, to acquire, ho d and dispose of property and contract 
and may by that name,sue and be sued . 

(3) Notwithstanding arything contained in sub -section (2) the 
Board shall not, except with the previons approval of the Central Govern 
ment, sell or otherwise dispose of any manuscripts , books, articles or 
thirgs belonging to the Library, other than articles of furniture, stationery 
and dead stock of like nature : 

Prov ded that where any such manuscripts , books articles or things 
donated by any person to the Library are proposed to be sold or other 
wise disposed of, no approval under this sub -section shall be accorded 
unless the donor or his successor- in -interest, as he case may be, has pere 
mitted in writing to do so . 

4. Composition of the Board.The Board shall consist of the following 
members, namely : 

(i) a Chairman , being a person of academic distinction , to be 
nominated by the Central Government; 

( ii) threa persons to be elected by Parliament, two from the House 
of the People by the members of the House of the People and one 
from the Council of States by themembers of the Council of States; 

( iii) three persons to be nominated by the Governments of the 
States . by rotation in the alphabetical order; 

( iv ) four persons to represent the Universities in India , to be 
nominated in the prescribed manner. 
Explanation . For the purpose of this clause " University " has the 
meaning assigned to it in the University Grants Commission Act, 1956 
( 3 of 1956.) and includes an educational institution declared by 
Parliament by law to be an institution of national importance; 

(v ) the Chairman of the University Grants Commission 
member of that Commission to be nominated by the Chairman thereof; 

( vi) the Chief Librarian , by whatever name called, of one of 
the public libraries within the moaning of clause (b ) of section 2 
of the Delivery of Books and Newspaners (Public Libraries) Act, 1954 
(27 of1954) but not including the National Library, Calcutta, to be 
nominated by the Central Government by rotation in the alphabetica! 
order :

(vii) the Chief Librarian , by whatever narc called , of Que si 
the public libraries in India (not being a library referred to in clause 
vi] containing important collections of manuscripis of historical,literary 
or aesthetic importance, to be nominated by the CentralGovernment; 

(viii) one person to be nominate by the Indian Library Associac 
tion , a society registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 
(21 of 1860 ) ; 

( ix ) the Director, National Archives of India; 

(x ) eight scholars of repute in different disciplines covering huma 
nities, science, social science, medicine, engineering and technology 
and law , to be nominated by the Central Government; 

(x2) two persons to be elected by the officers and other employees 
serving in the Library from amongst themselves in such manner as may 
be prescribed : 

Provided that at least one such person shall be a member of the 
rechnical staff of the Library. 

Explanation . For the purposes of this clause " member of the 
technical staff ” means the Librarian , Deputy Librarian , Assistant 
Librarian , Technical Assistant, Junior Technical Assistant, Lecturer , 
Microphotogra.pher, Chemist and such other like categories of persons 
as may be prescribed ; 

(xii) two persons, not below the rank of Joint Secretary to the 
Government of India , to be nominated by the Central Government, 
to represent respectively the Ministry or Department of the Central 
Government dealing with matters relating to the Library and the 
Ministry of the CentralGovernment dealing with Finance ; 

(xiii) one person to be nominated by the Government of West 
Bengal to represent that Government; 

(xiv) the Director of the Library, who shall be the Member 
Secretary. 

5. Disqualification for office of member. - A person shall be disqulified for 
being nominated , or, as the case may be, elected as, and for being, a 
member of the Board or the Executive Council referred to in section 11, 

(a ) If he has been convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for 
an offence which involves moral turpitude; or 

(b ) if he is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) if he is of ansound mind and is so declared by a competent 
court; or 

(d ) if he has such financial or other interest in th : Board as is 
likely to affect prejudicially the discharge by him of his function 
29 a member 


6 . l erm of office, ettes of members.--(!). Every Domination of election , 
as the case may be, of the Chairman and the other members under section 4 
shall be notified by the CentralGovernment in the Official Gazette and 
their term of office shall be three years from the date of such notification : 

Provided that the term of office of a member elected under clause (ii) 
of subsection (1) of section 4 or under clause (xi) of that subsection shall 
come to an end as soon as he ceases to be a member of the House liom which 
he was elected or , as the case may be, he ceases to be in the employment of 
the Board . 

(2) Any nominated or elected member may resign his office by 
giving notice in writing to the Cental Government, and, on such resignation 
being notified by the CentralGovernment in the Official Gazette, he shall 
be deemed to have vacated his office. 

(3) A casual vacancy created by the resignation of a nominated or 
elected member under subsection (?) or by any other reason may be filled 
by fresh nomination by the authority which nominated the member or, as 
the case may be, by fresh election by the House or body which elected the 
member and such nomination or election shall be notified by the Central 
Government in the OfficialGazette and a member so nominated or elected 
shall hold office for the remaining period for which the member in whose 
place he is nominated or elected would have held office , 

(4 ) An outgoing member shall be eligible for re-nomination or re 
election 

(5). If any nominated member is by infirmity or otherwise rendered 
temporarily incapable of carrying out his duties or is absent on leave or 
otherwise in circumstances not involving the vacation of his office, the 
authority which nominated the member may nominate another person to act 
in his place during his absence . 

7. Vacation of office of member. -The Central Goverament shall remove 
a member of the Board or the Executive Council referred to in section 11 


if he 


(a) betomes subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in 
section 5 : 

Provided that no member shall be removed on the ground that he 
has become subject to the disqualification mentioned in clause (d ) of 
that section unless he has been given a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard in the matter; or 

(6) is, without obtaining leave of absence from the Board , absent 
from three consecutive meetings of the Board or the Executive Council, 
as the case may be . 

8. Vacancies etc., not to invalidate ucts --No act of the Board shall be 
invalid merely by reason of 

(a) any vacancy in, or defcet in the constitution of, the Board , er 


(b ) any defect in the nomination of the person acting as a 
member thereof, or 

(c ) any irregularity in its procedure not affecting the merits of 
the case. 

9. Members to disclose their financial or other interest in the Board . — Any 
member who is in any way directly or indirectly interested in a contract 
made or proposed to be made by the Board shall, as soon as possible, after 
the relevant circumstances have come to his knowledge, disclose the nature 
of his interest at a meeting of the Board and the disclosure shall be 
recorded in the minutes of the Board and the member shall not take part 
after the disclosure in any deliberation or decision of the Board with 
respect to that contract. 

10. Meetings of Board.- (1)The Board shall meet at least twice a year, 
ordinarily at the premises of the Library, and shall , subject to the pro 
visions of subsections (2), (3) and (4 ), observe such rules of procedure in 
regard to the transaction of business at its meetings including the quorum 
at meetings, as may be provided by regulations made under this Act 

(2 ) The Chairman or in his absence, any member chosen by the 
members present from among themselves, shall preside at a meeting of the 
Board . 

(3) If any member, being an officer of the Government, is unable to 
attend any meeting of the Board , hemay, with the previous approval of the 
Chairman , authorise , an officer of the Ministry or Department not below 
the rank of Deputy Secretary to the Government of India , in writing to

(4 ) All questions at a meeting of the Board shall be decided by a 
majority of the votes of the members present and voting and in the case of an 
equality of votes, the Chairman or, in his absence, the member presiding , 
shall have a second or casting vote. 

11. Executive Council. (1) There shall be an Executive Council of the 
Board consisting of nine members. 

(2 ) The Director of the Library shall be the Chairman of the Execu . 
tive Council and the other members thereof shall be appointed by the Board 
partly from among the members of the Board and partly from outside: 

Provided that a representative each from the Ministry of the Central 
Government dealing with Finance and the Ministry or Department of the 
Central Government dealing with the Library and a representative of the 
Government of West Bengal shall be members of the Executive Counci 

Provided further that without prejudice to the provisions of the preceda 
jag proviso not more than three persons shall be appointed from outside. 

( 3 ) The Executive Council shall assist the Board in the exercise of its 
powers and the performance of its duties under this Act, and shall exercise 
such of the powers and perform such of the duties of the Board as may be 
prescribed or as the Board may delegate to it subject to such conditions as 
the Board may deem fit . 


(4 ) With the previous approval of the Board , it shall be competent 
for the Executive Council to entertain and adjudicate upon any grievance of 
the officers and other employees of the Board . 

(5) The term of office of those members of the Executive Council 
who are not members of the Board shall be co -terminus with the term of 
office of the members of the Board. 

12. Temporary association of persons with Board for particular purposes.-- (1) 
The Board may associate with itself in such manner and for such purposes 
as may be provided by regulations made under this Act, any person whoss 
assistance or advice it may desire in performing any of its functions under 
this Act . 

(2 ) A person associated with it by the Board under subsection ( 1) 
for any purpose shall have the right to take part in the discussions of the 
Board relating to that purpose , but shall not, by virtue of this section , be 
entitled to vote : 

13 Authentication of orders and other instruments of Board and Executive 
Council. ( 1 ) orders and decisions of the Board shall be authenticated 
by the signature of the Chairman or any other member authorised by the 
Board in this behalf and all other instrunients issued by the Board shall be 
authenticated by the signature of an officer of the Board authorised in 
like manner in this behalf. 

( 2) All orders and decisions of the Executive Council shall be auth 
enticated by the signature of the Director of the Library . 

14 . Visitor.- (1) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the 
Library 

(2 ) The Visitor shallhave the right to cause an inspection of the 
Library to be made or to cause an inquiry to be made in respect of any 
matter connected with the Library by such person or persons as he may 
direct . 

(3 ) The Visitor shall in every case give notice to the Board of his 
intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to be made and the Board shall 
be entitled to appoint a representative who shall have the right to be 
present and be heard at such inspection or inquiry. 

(4 ) The Visitor may address the Chairman with reference to the 
result of such inspection and inquiry, and the Chairman shall communicate 
to the Board the views of the Visitor with such advice as the Visitor may 
offer upon the action to be taken thereon . 

(5 ) The Board shall communicate through the Chairman to the 
Visitor such action , if any, as it is proposed to take or has been taken upon 
the result of such inspection or inquiry. 
(5). Where the Board does not, 

reason 

within a reasonable time, tako 
action 10 the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may, after considering 
any explanation furnished or representation made by the Board , issue such 
direction as he say think fit and the Board shall be bound to comply with 
such direction 
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( 7) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section , the 
Visitor may, by order in writing, annul or stay, any proceedings of the 
Board which are not in conformity with the provisions of this Act or the 
rules or regulationsmade thereunder: - 

Provided that no such order shall be made unless the Board has been 
given a reasonable opportunity of making a representation in the matter . 

15. Director of Library.- ( 1) The Visitor shall appoint, in such manner 
as may be prescribed , a person who is a scholar of distinction or is a distin 
guished librarian possessing high academic status, as the Director of the 
Library . 

(2 ) The term of office of the Director shall be for a period of five 
years from the date on which he assumes office or up to the age of sixty years, 
whichever is later: 

Provided that no person shall hold the office of Director after he attains 
the age of s xty- five years. 

(3) The Director shall be entitled to such salary and allowances and 
shall be subject to such other conditions of service as may be prescribed . 

(4 ) The person appointed as the Director and holding office as such 
at the commencement of this Act shall be deemed to have been appointed 
under this section and the provisions thereof shall apply to him accordingly . 

16. Staf of Board.- (1) Subject to the provisions of this section , 
the Board may , for the purpose of enabling it efficiently to perform its 
functions under this Act, appoint such number of officers and other employees 
as it may deem fit and in making such appointments the Board shall act in 
conformity with the orders of the Central Government for the time being in 
force regarding reservation for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes in the services of the Union , 

(2 ) The recruitment and conditions of service of such officers and 
other employees shall be such as may be provided by regulations made under 
this Act . 

(3) Every officer or other employee of the Board , not being an officer 
or other employee appointed on deputation , shall be appointed on a written 
contract which shallbe lodged with the Board and a copy of which shall 
be lodged with the Board and a copy of which shall be furnished to the 
employee concerned . 

( 4) Any dispute arising out of a contract between the Board and any 
of its officers or other employees, not being an officer or other employee 
appointed on deputation , shall, atthe request of the employee concerned or 
at the instance of the Board , be referred to a Tribunal of Arbitration 
consisting of onemember ap ointed by the Board , one member nominated 
by the employee, and an umpire appointed by the Visitor. 

(5 ) The decision of the Tribunal of Arbitration shall be final and 
shall not be questioned in any court. 
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(6 ) No suit or other proceeding shall lie in any court in respect of 
any matter which is required by subsection 4 to be referred to the 
Tribunal of Arbitration . 

(7 ) The Tribunal of Arbitration shall have power to regulate its own 
procedure. 

(8 ) Nothing in any law for the time being in force relating to arbi 
tration shall apply to arbitrations under this section . 

17. Transfer of service of existing employees to Board, - (1) On the 
est blishment of the Board It shall be lawful for the Central Government 
to transfer by order and with effect from such date or dates as 
mav be specified in theoder to the Board any of the officers or other 
emplo , ees serving in the Librar : 

Provided that no o der under this sub section shall be made in re 
lation to an officer or other employee who has in respect of the proposal of 
the Central Government to transfer such officer or employee to the Board 
intimated within suih time as may be specified in this behalf by that 
Government, his intention ofnot becoming an employee of the Board . 

(2 ) An officer or other employee transferred by an order made under 
Sub section ( 1 ) shall, on and from such date, cease to be an e ployee of 
the CentralGovernment, and shill becomean employee of the Board with 
such designation as the Bo rd may determine and shall, subject to the 
provisions of sub sectiots (3 ) , ( 4 ) and (5 ) be governed by the regulations 
made by the Board under th s Act as respects remuneration and other 
conditions of service including pension , leave and provident fund and shall 
conti ue to be an employee of the Board unless and until his employment is 
terminated by th- Board . 

(3) Every officer or other employee transferred by an order made 
u der sub.ect on (1), shall, within six month , from such date, exerc se his 
option in writing to be governed 

(a ) by the scale of pay applicable to the post held by him under 
the Ġ wernment immediately before the date of establ shment of the 
Board or by the scale of pay applicable to the post under the Board to 
which he is transferred . 

(b ) by the leave, provident fund, retirement or other terminal 
benefits admissible to employees of the Central Government in ac 
cordance with the rules and orders of the Central Government as 
amended from time to time or the leave, provident fund or other 
terminal benefits admissible to the employees of the Boa d under the 
regulations made by the Board under this Act, and such option 
once exercised shall be final: 

Provided t at the option exercised under clause ( a ) shall be 
applicable only in respect of the post to which such person is trans 
ferred to the Board and on appointment to a higher post under the 
Board , he shall be eligible only for the scale of pay applicable to 
suck higher post: 
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Provided further that if immediately before the date of his 
transfer any such person is officiating in a higher post under the 
Government either in a leave vacancy or in any other Vacancy of a 
specified duration , his pay, on transfer , shill be protected for the 
unexpired period of such vacancy and thereafter he shall be entitled 
to the scale of pay applicable to the po t under the Government to 
which he would have reverted or to the scale of pay applicable to 
the post under the Board to which he is transferred , whichever he 
may opt. 

(4 ) No officer or other employee transferred by an order made · under 
sub - section ( 1) 

(a ) shall be dismissed or removed by an authority subordinate 
to that competent to make a similar or equivalent appointment under 
the Board as may be specified in the regulations made by the Board 
under this Act ; 

(b ) shall be dismissed or removed or reduced in rank except 
after an inquiry in which he has been informed of the cha ges 
against him and given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in 
respect of those charges and where it is proposed , after such inquiry, 
to impose on him any such penalty, until he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of making a representation the penalty 
proposed , but only on the basis of the evidence adduced during such 
inquiry: 
Provided that this clause shall not apply. 

(i) where any officer or other enployee is dismissed or removed 
or reduced in rank on the ground of conduct which has led to his 
conviction on a criminal charge ; or 

( ii ) where the authority empowered to dismiss or remove any 
officer or other employee or to reduce him in rank is satisfied that for 
some reason , to be recorded by that authority in writing , it is not 
reasonably practicable to hold such inquiry ; or 

(iii) to any officer or other employee who , after transfer to the 
Board , is appointed to a higher post under the Board in response to an 
open advertisement and in competition with outsiders. 

(5 ) If, in respect of any such officer or other employee as aforesaid , 
a question arises whether it is reasonably practcable to hold such inquiry as 
is referred to in subsection (4 ) the decision thereon of the authority 
empowered to dismiss or remove him or to reduce him in rank shall be 
final. 

18. Library to be known as " National Library of India " and location of 
Library.- ( 1) On and after the commencement of this Act, the Library 
shall be known as " the National Library of India " and any reference to the . 
National Library in any law for the time being in force or in any indenture , 
instrument or other document shall be construed as a reference to the 
National Library of India . 

(2) The Library shall continue to be located at Calcutta . 
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CHAPTER III

PROPERTY , LIABILITIES AND FUNCTIONS OF THE BOARD 
19. Property and liabilities of Board .- (1) On the establishment of the 
Board 

(i) all properties, funds and dues which are vested in , or 
realisable by, the Central Government for the purposes of the Library 
shall vest in , and be realisable by , the Board ; and 

(i ) all liabilities in relation to the Library , which are enforce 
able against the Central Government, shall be enforceable only against 
the Board 

(2 ) All properties, which may, after the establishment of the 
Board , be given , bequeathed or otherwise transferred to the Library or 
acquired by the Board shall vest in the Board . 

20. (1) It shall be the general duty of the Board to manage the Library 
and to implement programmes for the development of the Library on modern 
scientific lines, to advise the Central and State Governments on matters 
relating to libraries and the working thereof. including the preparation of 
bibliographies, descriptive catalogues and other matters and perform such 
other functions as the CentralGovernmentmay, from time to time, assign 
to the Board. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going provision , the Board may take such steps as it thinks fit , 

(a ) to render service to the public for using the Library and to con 
serve the existing collection of manuscripts, books and other articles in 
the Library, on modern scientific lines ; 

(b) to acquire and conserve all significant production of material 
printed in India, all printed material concerning India irresepctive of the 
place from where it is published , and manuscripts of national impor 
tance; 

(c ) to render technical advice to the other public libraries within 
the meaning of clause (d ) of section 2 of the Delivery of Books and 
News- papers ( Public Libraries) Act, 1954 ( 27 of 1954 ) ; 

(d ) to undertake publication of bibliographies and assist institutions 
and scholars in the publication of bibliographies. 

(e) to provide facilities for, or to promote symposia and seminars on 
matters relaing to history, literature, science and the like; 

(f) to arrange for the exhibition of such manuscripts, books, articles 
or things of the Library as, in the opinion of the Board , would be of 
interest to the public; 

(g ) to undertake and promote exchange of books and periodicals 
with libraries and other institutions in countries outside India ; 
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(h ) to undertake duplication (including Photo -duplication ), preser 
vation of manuscripts, books, articles or things on behalf of any person 
or institution on such termsand conditions as may be agreed upon bet 
ween the Board and such person or institution ; and 

(i) to do all such other things as may be commensurate with the 
role of a national library . 

21. Powers of Board.- (1) Subject to such conditions and restrictions 
as the Central Government may think fit to impose , the Board may 
exercise all such powers as may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of 
carrying out its duties under this Act. 

(2 ) Subject to such regulations as may be made by the Board in this 
behall, the Board may, from time, to time. purchase or otherwise acquire 
such manuscripts, books, articles or things as may , in the opinion of the 
Board , be worthy of preservation in the Library . 


CHAPTER IV 


FINANCE, ACCOUNTS, AUDIT AND REPORT 
22 . Grants by CentralGovernment to Board . --For the purpose of enabling 
the Board to perform its functions efficiently under this Act, the Central 
Government may, after due appropr ation made by Parliament by law in 
this behalf, pay to the Board in each financial year such sumsofmoney as 
that Government considers necessary by way of grant, loan or otherwise. 

23. Fund of Board . - (1) The Board shall maintain a Fund to which 
shall be credited 

(a ) all moneys paid by the Central Government ; 
(b ) all fees and other charges levied under this Act ; 

( c) all moneys received by the Board by way ofgrant, gift, donation , 
benefaction , bequest, subscription , contribution or transfer ; 
(d ) all other moneys received by the Board in any other manner or 
from any other source . 

(2 ) The Board may expend such sums as it thinks fit for performing 
its functions under this Act and such sums s all be treated as expenditure 
payable out of the Fund . 

( 3) A sum ofmoney not exceeding such amount as may be provided 
by regulations made under this Act may be kept in current account with any 
scheduled bank as defined in section 2 of the Reserve Bank of India 
Act, 1934 , (2 of 1934 ), or any other bank approved by he Central Govern 
ment in this behalf but any moneys in excess of that sum shall be deposited 
in the Reserve Bank of India or with the agents of the Reserve Bank of India 
or invested in such manner as may be approved by the Central Government, 
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24. Budget.- ( 1) The Board shall by such date in each year as may 
be specified by the Central Government, submit to it for approval a budget 
for the next financial year in the form specified by it , showing the e timated 
receipts and expenditure, and the sums which would be required from the 
Central Government during that financial year . 

(2 ) If any sum granted by the Central Government remains wholly 
or partly unspent in any financial year, the unspent sum may be carried 
forward to the next financial year and taken into account in determining the 
sum to be provided by the Central Government for that year. 

(3 ) Subject to the provisions of sub section (4 ), no sum shall be 
expended by or on behalf of the Board , unless the expenditure is covered by 
provision in the budget approved by the Central Government. 

(4) Subject to such conditions and restrictions as the CentralGevern 
ment may think fit to impose, the Board may sanction any reappropriaiion 
from one head of expenditure to another or from a provision made for one 
purpose to that for another purpose. 

25. Accounts and Audit.- (1 ) The Board shall maintain proper 
accounts and other relevant records and prepare an annual statement 
of account including the balance sheet in such form as may be specified , and 
in accordance with such general directions as may be issued , by the Central 
Government in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India . 

(2 ) The accounts of the Board shall be audited annually by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any expenditure incurred by 
him in connection with such audit shall be payable by the Board to the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India . 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any person 
appointed by him in connection with the audit of the accounts of the Board 
shall have the same rights, privileges and authority in connection with such 
audit as the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India has inconnection 
with the audit of Government accounts, and , in par icular , shall have the 
right to demand the production of books, accounts , connected vouchers and 
other documents and papers and to inspect the office of the Board and 
the Library. 

(4 ) The accounts of the Board as certified by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India or any other person appointed by him in this 
behalf , together with the audit report thereon , shall be forwarded by the 
Board annually to the Central Government and that Government shall 
cause the same to be laid before each House of Parliament . 

26. Returns and report.- ( 1) The Board shall furnish to the Central 
Government , at such time and in such form and in such manner as the 
Central Government may direct such returns, statements and particulars as 
the Central Government may, from time to time, require . 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of subsection (1) , the Brard 
sball, as soon as possible after the commencement of each financial year, 
submit to the Central Government within such time as may be specified by 
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the Central Government a report giving true and full account of the acti 
vities of the Board during the previous finarcial year and an account of 
activities likely to be undertaken during the current finacial year and the 
Central Government shall cause the same to be laid before each House of 
Parliament. 

CHAPTER V 

MISCELLANEOUS 
27. Delegation of powers and duties.- The Board, may , by a general 
or special order in writing, direct that all or any of the powers or duties 
which may be exercised or discharged by it shall, in such circumstances and 
under such conditions, if any, asmay be specified in the order, be exercised 
or discharged also by any member, or any officer or other employee of the 
Board , specified in this behalf in the order. 

28 .: Officers and employees of Board to be public servants. All officers 
and other employees of the Board ( including the Director of the Library ) 
shall, when acting or purporting to act in pursuance of the provisions of 
this Act or of any rule or regulation made thereunder, be deemed to be 
public servants within the meaning of section 21 ofthe Indian Penal Code 
(45 of 1860). 

29. Protection of action taken under the Act.- No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeling shall lie against the Board or any member, or any 
officer or other employee of the Beard (including the Director of the Library ), 
for anything which is in god faith done or intended to be done in pursuance 
of the provisions cf this Act or of any rule or regulation made thereunder. 

30. Power of Central Government to make rules.- (1) The Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules to give 
effect to the provisions of this Act: 

Provided that when the Board has been established no such rule shall 
be made without consulting the Board . 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power , such rules,may provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

(.) The travelling and other allowances payable to a member 
( including a member of the Execu ive Council appointed under 
section 11 ) and to a person associared with the Board under section 12 ; 

(b ) The manner of appointment to the post of, and the salary and 
allowances and other terms and conditions of service of, the Director 
of the Library under section 15; 

(c) the conditions subject to which , and the mode in which , 
contracts may be entered into by or on behalf of the Board ; 

(d ) any other matter which has to be, or may be prescribed . 

(3) . Every rule made under this section shall be laid, as soon as may 
be after it ismade , before each House of Parliament while it is in session 
for a total period of thirty days, which may be comprised in one session 
or in two or more successive sessions, and if , before the expiry of the session 
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immediately following the session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both 
Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that 
the rule should not bemade, the rule shall there after have effect only in 
such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , however , that 
any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity 
of anything previously done under that rule. 

.31. Power of Board to make regulations.- (1) The Board may, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, make regulations, not inconsistent with this Act and the rules made 
thereunder, for enabling it to perform its functions under this Act. 

( 2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such regulations may provide for all , or any of the 
following matters, namely: 

(a) the conditions and restrictions subject to which manuscripts 
and books in the Library may be used ; 

(b ) the manner in which and the purposes for which persons may 
be associated with the Board ; 

(c ) the time and place of meetings of the Board , the procedure 
to be followed in regard to the transaction of business at such meetings 
and the quorum necessary for the transaction of business at a meeting; 

(d ) the maintenance of minutes of meetings of the Board and 
the transmission of copies thereof to the Central Government; 

(c) the recruitment and conditions of service of officers and other 
employee of the Board ; 

(f ) the person by whom and the manner in which , payments, 
deposits and investments may be made on behalf of the Board ; 

(g ) the maximum amount that may be kept in the current 
account; 

(h ) the maintenance of registers and accounts; 

(i) the compilation of catalogues and inventories of the manu 
scripts, books, articles and things in the Library ; 

G ) the steps to be taken for the preservation of the manuscripts , 
books, articles and things in the Library; 

(k ) the general management of the Library ; 

(1) the fees and other charges to be levied for the facilities tha 
may be afforded for photo -copying of manuscripts and books in the 
Library; 

(m ) the charges thatmay be levied by way of rent for the use of 
rooms in the reader s hostel in the Library ; 

(n ) any other matter in respect of which provision is, in the 
opin on of the Board , necessary for the performance of its functions 
under this Act . 

(3) The Central Government may, after consultation with the Board , 
by notification in the OfficialGazette, amend, vary or rescind any regulation 
which it has approved and thereupon the regulation shall have effect 
accordingly but without prejudice to the exercise of the powers of the 
Board under subsections (i) and (2 ).

Preamble . - WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render il recessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor 
of Kerala is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be 
called the Calicut University (Amendment) Ordinance, 1977. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th day 
of September , 1974 .

ACT 8 OF 1977 


THE KERALA TORTS (MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS) 

ACT, 1976 


An Act to unify and amend the law relating to survival of causes of action, liability 

of joint tortfeasors and liability in cases of contributory negligence in respect 
of torts. 

Preamble .-- WHEREAS it is expedient to unify and amend the law 
relating to survival of causes of action , liability of joint tortfeasors and 
liability in cases of contributory negligence in respect of torts; 

Be it enacted in the Twenty-seventh Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


PART I 
PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Torts (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1976 . 

( 2) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
(3 ) It shall come into force at once. 


PART II 


EFFECT OF DEATH IN RELATION TO CERTAIN CAUSES OF 

ACTION IN TORTS 


2. Effect of death on certain causes of action. On the death of any person 
after the commencement of this Act, all causes of action subsisting against 
or vested in him shall survive against, or , as the case may be, for the benefit 
of, his estate : 

Provided that this section shall not apply to causes of action for defama 
tion or seduction or for inducing one spouse to leave or remain apart from 
the other or to claims for damages on the ground of adultery . 

3. Damages recoverable in such cases. - Where a cause of action survives as 
aforesaid for the benefit of the estate of a deceased person , the damages 
recoverable for the benefit of the estate of that person 

(a ) shall not include any exemplary damages; 

(b ) in the case of a breach of promise to marry , shall be limited to such 
damage, if any, to the estate of that person as flows from the breach of pro . 
mise to marry; 
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(c ) where the death of that person has been caused by the act or omission 
which gives rise to the cause of action , shall be calculated without reference 
to any loss or gain to his estate consequent on his death , except that a sum 
in respect of funeral expenses may be included . 

4. Action in cases where death occurs before or at the same time the damage is 
suffered . - Where damage has been suffered by reason of any act or omission 
in respect of which a cause of action would have subsisted against any person 
if that person had not died before or at the same time as the damage was 
suffered , there shall be deemed , for the purposes of this Act, to have been 
subsisting against him before his death such cause of action in respect of 
that act or omission as would have subsisted if he had died after the damage 
was suffered . 


5. Rights conferred by this Act to be in addition to rights conferred by the Fatal 
Accidents Act.--- The rights conferred by this Act for the benefit of the estates of 
deceased persons shall be in addition to , and not in derogation of, any rights 
conferred on the dependants of deceased persons by the Indian Fatal Accidents 
Act, 1855 (Central Act 13 of 1855) and so much of this Act as relates to causes 
of action against the estates of deceased persons shall apply in relation to 
causes of action under the said Act as it applies in relation to other causes of 
action not expressly excepted from the operation of section 2 of this Act. 

Explanation .-- In this section and in sections 7 and 8, " dependants” 
means the wife, husband, parent and child within the meaning of the Indian 
Fatal Accidents Act, 1855 . 

6. Damages provable in insolvency. In the event of the insolvency of an estate 
against which proceedings are maintainable by virtue of this Act, any 
liability in respect of the cause of action in respect of which the proceedings 
are maintainable shall be deemed to be a debt provable in the administration 
of the estate, notwithstanding that it is a demand in the nature of unliquidated 
damages arising otherwise than by a contract, promise or breach of trust. 


PART III 


PROCEEDINGS AGAINST, AND CONTRIBUTION BETWEEN 

TORTFEASORS 


7. Proceedings against, and contribution between , joint and several tortfeasors.- ( 1) 
Where damage is suffered by any person as a result of a tort (whether a 
crime or not), — 

(a ) judgment obtained against any tortfeasor liable in respect of that 
damage shall not be a bar to an action against any other person who would ; 
if sued , have been liable as a joint tortfeasor in respect of the same damage, 


+ 


(b ) if more than one action is brought in respect of that damage by or 
on behalf of the person by whom it was suffered , or for the benefit of his estate, 
or of the dependants of that person , against tortfeasors liable in respect of the 
damage (whether as joint tortfeasors or otherwise), the sum recoverable 
under the judgments given in those actions by way of damages shall not in 
the aggregate exceed the amount of the damages awarded by the judg 
ment first given ; and in any of those actions, other than that in which 
judgment is first given , the plaintiff shall not be entitled to costs unless the 
court is of opinion that there was reasonable ground for bringing 
the action ; 

(c) any tortfeasor liable in respect of that damage may recover contri 
bution from any other tortfeasor who is, or would if sued have been , liable 
in respect of the same damage, whether as a joint tortfeasor or otherwise, 
so however thatno person shall be entitled to recover contribution under this 
section from any person entitled to be indemnified by him in respect of the 
liability in respect of which the contribution is sought. 

(2 ) In any proceedings for contribution under this section , the 
amount of the contribution recoverable from any person shall be such as may 
be found by the court to be just and equitable having regard to the extent 
of that person s responsibility for the damage , and the court shall have power 
to exempt any person from liability to make contribution , or to direct that 
the contribution to be recovered from any person shall amount to a complete 
indemnity . 


PART IV 


APPORTIONMENT OF LIABILITY IN CASES OF 

CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE 


8. Apportionment of liability in case of contributory negligence.- (1) Where any 
person suffers damage as the result partly of his own fault and partly of the 
fault of any other person or persons, a claim in respect of that damage shall 
not be defeated by reason of the fault of the person suffering the damage, 
but the damages recoverable in respect thereof shall be reduced to such extent 
as the court thinks just and equitable having regard to the claimant s share 
in the responsibility for the damage: 


Provided that 

(a) this sub - section shall notoperate to defeat any defence arising under 
a contract ; 

(b ) whicre any contract or enactment providing for the limitation 
of liability is applicable to the claim , the amount of damages recoverable 
by the claimant by virtue of this sub -section shall not exceed the maximum 
limit so applicable. 
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(2 ) Where damages are recoverable by any person by virtue of sub 
section ( 1), subject to any reduction as is therein mentioned , the court shall 
find and record the total damages which would have been recoverable if 
the claimant had not been at fault. 

(3) Section 7 shall apply in any case where two or more persons are 
liable or would , if they had all been sued , be liable by virtue of sub- section 
( 1 ) in respect of the damage suffered by any person . 

(4) Where any person dies as the result partly of his own fault and 
partly of the fault of any other person or persons, and accordingly if an action 
were brought for the benefit of the estate under Part II of this Act, the damages 
recoverable would be reduced under sub-section (1), and damages recoverable 
in an action brought for the benefit of the dependants of that person under 
the Indian Fatal Accidents Act, 1855 , shall be reduced to a proportionate 
extent . 

(5 ) Where, in any case to which sub -section (1) applies, one of the 
persons at fault avoids liability to any other such person or his personal 
representative on the plea that the claim is barred by limitation , he shall 
not be entitled to recover any damages or contribution from that other person 
or representative by virtue of that sub -section . 

Explanation . In this section , " fault” means negligence, breach of 
statutory duty or other act or omission which gives rise to a liability to tort 
or would , apart from this Act, give rise to the defence of contributory negli 
gence ; and damage " includes loss of life and personal injury .

REPEAL 


9. Repeal.- (1) The Travancore Law Reforms (Miscellaneous Provi 
sions) Act, 1124 (Act XII of 1124), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) The Legal Representatives Suits Act, 1855 (Central Act 12 of 
1855), shall cease to apply to that part of the State of Kerala where it was 
in force immediately before the commencement of this Act. 

(3 ) Section 306 of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (Central Act 39 
of 1925 ), so far as it relates to right of action in torts, shall cease to apply 
to the State of Kerala .
